RED CROSS HAS SPEN 


$85,118 FOR FLOOD . 
RELIEF IN ELBA AREA... 


$56,866 Has Been Spent For 
Rehabilitation Work and 
$30,342 For Emergency Re- 
lief; 728 Cases of Families 
Have Been Closed. 


More money has been expended in 
rehabilitation work by the American 
Red Cross in the Elba community as 
a result of the recent flood, than in 
any other single area aifeeted by that 
disaster in Alabama, C. H. McFarland, 
Red Cross area director, announced 
this week. 

Ixpenditures under this head to- 
talled $56,866 up to Wednesday. Al- 
together the Red Cross has expended 
in round numbers $85,118 up to Wed- 
nesday, in Hlba and vicinity. This in- 
cludes $30,842 spent for emergency 
relief earlier in the history of the op- 
erations here. 

Work in behalf of the flood vietims 
is progressing rapidly, as 728 cases of 


families have been closed, out of a 


total of 997 families which register- 


cd with the relief organization. Out 
of the number of cases 
proximately 90 per cent received help 
from the relief funds, cither in the 
form of emergency aid, rehabilitation 
or both. 

The reconstruction work includes 
the distribution of food, feed for live 
stock and poultry, 


aid, seed, 


closed, ap- 


clothing, medical 
household furnishings, 
buildings, and repairs to 
barns, live stock and poultyr, farm 
implements and other necessary relief 
to assist the families in regaining ¢& 
self supporting status in the commun- 
ity. 

The awards are made on the basis 
of need and not loss. The needs of 


families are being considered, and 


necessary aid is 
the basis of a study of cach case. It 
is though that the rehabilitation pro- 
gram, in this County, will be brought 
to a close sometime in the month of 
June, or early July. 


Experienced Red Cross workers in

the cases they handled in this section 
required greater care, and were more 
varied in their requirements than any 
they had ever worked on previously. 

Besides the families helped, MeFar- 
land stated that virtually all the 
building cases will have been handled 
during the present week.

Congress of the United States. While 
its work in disasters is made possible 
largely by public contributions at the 
time of the occurrence, it has been 
necessary both in Alabama and in a 
number of other relief operations in 
various parts of the United States in 
the past year, for he Red Cross to 
draw on its reserve funds for suffi- 
cient to complete its work in these 
catastrophes. 

In Georgia, for example, where a 
tornado last month did great damage 
and killed and injuredmore people in 
proportion to population than any 
previous disaster of recent years, the 
public contributions fell short by 
many thousands of dollars of the 
Amount necessary to carry on ade- 
quate relief. The Red Cross an- 
nounced that from its treasury funds 
in Washington, it would contribute 
the money necessary to complete the 
work, and relief in Georgia is pro- 
ceeding on that basis. 

Large as were the contributions for 
yelief in Alabama, it is expected that 
the Red Gross will be compelled to 
add funds from its reserve before 
work in the state is completed to the 
satisfaction of the Red Cross,

He was the firs to preach good 
roads and he lived to see conerete and 
highways throughout — his 
native state. In the capacity of county | 
commissioner he agitated better roads | 
and when he was elevated to the pro- 
}bate judgeship his field was widened 
and his opportunities bigger. In ap- 
preciation of his devotion, Judge Ses- 
sions bore the honor of being the first 
judge to sueceed himself in office, be- 
ing cleeted last November for another 
six-yyear term.

Judge Sessions was born on a farm 
three miles from Union Springs, Aug. 
15, 1880, being the son of Don Fred- 
erick Sessions and a grandson of Dr. 
Lew Sessions, an outstanding and be- 
loved physician. Judge Sessions was 
,edueated in the Union Springs High 
school and later entered Auburn. ! 

Completing his education he came 
to Ozark in 1902 and for 15 years 
was connected with the Planters & | 
Merchants Bank. In 1917 he retired 
from the bank and devoted his time 
to operating his 5,000-acre farm. He 
was elected commissioner in 1918 and 
probate judge in 1922.

Judge Sessions was a Mason, Shri- 
ner, Knights of Pythias and Elk and 
a member of he Kiwanis. He was a 
member of the Methodist Church for 
Jmany years. He was a veteran of 
the Spanish-Ameri¢an War, being a 
member of the Troy Rifles. Judge 
i Sessions was vice president at large 
of Auburn Alumni, a charter member 
of the Bankhead Highway and a di- 
rector of the Bee Line Highway.
